.b-.c^hcrc'u Description of Scenes at a 


I'lUe Fisht Thirty Voars Ago, 


Anaoirjmy many sins I have attended 


a prize fight, aud for tho outpour of 


Mas.photny- and reckless black- 


ib ran an execution at New- 


gato or Horsemouger Lane jail very 
closp. 
Tho police were dead against 


prizo figiits, which were excuses for a 
gigaulicformof extortion. Two ruffians 
of the lowo<-t class contracted to batter 
0113 iviiother about in orclor to extract the 
guineas from tho swells, the toffs and 
tho supporters of the "nobie art of self 
defense.'' 
A prograrame had to be se- 


cretly arranged, a special train had to 
bo secured for the army of men, the 
swells about town and the sculn of the 
metropolis, who lived upon the excite 
ment or tho pelf of prize flghta There 
was a certain official countenance t< 
these illegal "mills." The editor o. 
Bell's Lite in London constituted him 
self the arbiter on these occasions. Thia 
was the organ of the prizefighter. The 
editor received the stakes deposited, 
acted as referee and afterward described 
the fights in a jargon delightfully humor 
ous. 
"Tapping the claret, " "One in the 


bread basket," "A rouseron the conk,' 
were all phrases invented by the editor? 
of Bell's Life. 


Tho night before it was necessary tc 


go to a Bpprting pub to get "tho office 
and to receive for a valuable considera- 
tion the special railway ticket. The 
vigil of the nght was usually spent in 
the ''wild west, " for in those days there 
was no closing hour. Restaurants and 
public houses could keep open as long 
as they liked. Races were run in the 
Haymarket at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
and about 4 or 5 the "swells," all iu 
evening dress, would assemble at the 
railway station, each one in charge of o 
specially appointed protector. 


The scene at the railway station was 


indescribable. The officials made them- 
selves scarce, and the station was hand- 
ed over to mob law. 
On the platform 


the pocket of every unprotected man 01 
youth was emptied, nnd when the train 
started amid a choras of obscenity and 
blasphemy no one knew the destination. 
It might be a deserted chalk pit, or an 
old quarry, or a lonely wood, or a river 
marsh. Suddenly the train would stop, 
and away went the excursionists tramp- 
ing over field and meadow. The princi- 
pals were muffled up. The attendants 
carried the ropes and stakes, and when 
tho ring was pitched every one who had 
a sovereign lelfc was fleeced to buy the 
colors of tho favorite—a silk handker- 
chief that could not have cost t'ourpeuce. 


I forbear to describe tho hideous blas- 


phemy that soiled the morning air 01 
the mad oxeciations during the mill. 
When a champion's eye was bunged up 
with a blow, his second lanced it and 
then sucked it into fighting condition. I 
have seen many a bravo young fellow 
faint at the hideous sight of a prize fight 
—soldiers, must of them, who would 
have gone to battle without flinching.

In the Roman army there was a very 


highly developed system of military en- 
signs, which, just as among modern na- 
tions, were regarded not merely aa a 
rallying point for a given body of men, 
bnt ns an emblem of the state, and were 
therefore surrounded with a veneration 
which degenerated into idolatry. From 
i tactical point of view, the Roman 
standards were of more importance than 
the flag at the present day, for the 
movements of the troops were entirely 
regulated by them. 


According as they were raised and 


carried forward, planted in the ground 
or turned toward the rear, in obedience 
to the sounds of the horns of the "cor- 
nioines," the array broke up its camp 
and marched or retreated and halted, 
[u the camp the standards were planted 
before the general's tent, where their 
presence sanctified the spot as though it 
were a temple and rendered it a safe de- 
pository for the booty collected by the 
legion. It was to the standards the sol- 
ihers swore allegiance, and the first 
,tep of a pretender who sought to be- 
ome emperor was to seize the stand- 
irds, as be thereby secured the fidelity 
of the legion. —A11 the Year Bound.

THE KKP0BMCAN TICKET. 


The ticket nominated by the Contra- 


dictory Contention yesterday is, per- 
haps aa good as could have been 
•sleeted from the material available. 
H. F. Bartine, the nominee for Repre- 
sentative, has served two terms in 
Congress. 
During one of his terms 


the Administration and both Houses of 
Congress were Republican; yet no bill 
Introduced by the gentleman became a 
law, and it appears that he did not have 
sufficient influence, though tho Ad- 
ministration was ^Republican during 
tbe four years he served, to get a pen 
•ioa foe a disabled veteran of the war 
for tbe Union. 


The nominee for Governor, A. C 


Claveland of WbitR Pine, is well known 
especially to those who have served m 
the Legislature. He has, perhaps, done 
more to shape legislation than any 
dozen members of that body. Ho was 
one of the Presidential Electo.s on the 
H-trrison ticket two years ago, and re 
ceived 2,811 of the 10,878 votes cast in 
the State. 
Personally, he u affable 


and sociable, aud, so far as outwarc 
appearances indicated, ho was forcer1 
on the ticket by corporation influences

REPUBLICAN STATK CONVKNTIOJJ 


The Platform Adopted nnd the Cand 


dates Nominated—Chuli man Strotlie 
Resigns—A Resolution Against til 
Refunding Itlll Defeated. 


The Republican State Convention re 


assembled yesterday at 9 o'clock A. 11 
and was called to order by chairman 
Me Millan. The Committee on Plat 
form and Resolutions reported 
following: 


PLATFOB3I. 


The representatives of the Bepubli 


can party in convention assembled 
enter upon the campaign of 1834 with 
no aim save the good of the State and 
Nation, devoted to the best interests o' 
all, firm in the conviction of the justice 
of their cause, and supremely confident 
that while the minds of men may, at 
times, be blinded by passion and tne 
teachings of false prophets, they can- 
not remain permanently clouded, and 
that the right will ultimately prevail. 


We look upon the "Silver question 


as by far the most important issue be- 
fore the people of this country today. 
Wo believe that the destruction of the 
:rue standard of value by the demon] 
etization of silver in 187£ was a grave 
wrong to every silver mining state and 
.erritory 
iu 
the Union; 
that 
it 


ncreased 
the burden of all debts 


and enriched the creditor classes at 
the expence of eveiy-body else; that it 
paralyzed the productive energies of 
the entire country, depressed business 
of every kmd, except that of money 
lending, and that there can be no per. 
manent return of prosperity to our 
country until silver shall have been 
restored to its full use and highest 
position as a money metal; and as the 
only perfect mode of so restoring it 
we demand the free and unlimited 
oinage of both gold and silver at the 
ratio of 16 ounces of silver to 
ounce of gold, wito full legal tender 
functions accorded to each and no dis- 
rimination 
aguinst 
either. This 


iction we demand by the United States 
acting independently and wholly re- 
gardless of what any other nation may 
or may not do; we hereby pledge our 
candidate for Congress, and request 
oar Uuited States Senators to make 
;he question of silver paramount to 
every other, to treat it as strictly n 
jartisan, which it is, to hold them- 
selves free from all party dictation 
oncerning it, and to use nil honorable 
means to bring about its complete 
restoration at the old time ratio of 16 
tol. 


We believe that under any monetary 


?vstem that cau be adopted, the protec- 
ion of the Amerii ai producer against 
foe blighting and destructive competi- 
lon of cheap labor abroad is also a 
matter of vast importance to tbe great 
body of the American people. Upon 
bis question we are in hearty accord 
nth the principles of the National Ke- 
'ublican party. We believe that the 
woolfirower, the silver-lead miner, sul- 
phur miner, the borax maker and all 
other producers are entitled to live as 
befits American free men, without be- 
ing brought down to the wage level 
and socidl conditions of the poorest 
paid labor ia the world. 


We arraign Senator Stewart for his 


failure to vote on the motion to strike 
out the differential duty on reflned 
sugar, thus not only showing his dis- 
position to favor the gigantic sugar 
trust, but at the same time failing to 
kill at a blow the obnoxious Wilson 
Bill, which is now threateuiug the very 
existence of some of the most impor- 
tant industries in the State of Nevada, 
including that of wool production 
which even now furnishes subsistence 
to a laive number of people. 


We recognize the faut that it tbe la- 


bor market is overstocked, if there are 
millions of idle men clamoriug for 
work the employers have an undue ad- 
vantage and despite the best directed 
and best intended efforts of labor or- 
ganizations to prevent it, the price of 
labor is bound to fall. 


This 
condition 
exists 
generally 


throughout the United States at the 
present time, and it is largely owing, 
as we believe, to the vnst tide of im.-ni- 
gration constantly rolling into the 
country. Therefore we favor a wise re- 
striction of immigration, not in a spirit 
of prejudice, not upon the theory that 
the respectable foreigner is an un- 
worthy person, but solely with a view 
of relieving the labor market, and in- 
suring to the American citizen, wheth- 
er native or foreign born, an honest 
day's pay for an honest day's work' 


Recognizing tbe 
importance and 


necessity of providing a means where- 
by honast labor may enforce recogni- 
tion of its just demands from all 
classes and conditions of employers 
engaged iu a business of a public 
nature and believing that arbitration, 
based on full information of all the 
facts in each case, would secure justice 
to all concerned; 


We hereby demand that our Eepre- 


sentatives in Congress nse all honor- 
able means to secure tbe passage, at 
tbe earliest possible 
moment, of a 


National Arbitration Law providing 
fully for the adjustment of such differ- 
ences as may arise between labor and 
its employer, and clothing such Act 
with such proper and adequate vindi- 
catory and final clauses, as will en- 
able those interested to compel a com- 
pliance with its provisions. 


We also favor the creation of a State 


Board of Arbitration of a like charac- 
ter for the sarge purpose and clothed 
with similar powers. 


We demand the immediate and un- 


conditional repeal of tbe suspensory 
clause of the Interstate Commerce law, 
so that said law may opeiate jastly and 
uniformly in every State in tbe Union, 
and Nevada receive tier chare of its 


impression abroad that we are dividec 
upon the silver question, when in truth 
and in fact there is no sentiment in 
tbe State averse to the complete resto 
ration of silver. 


In this behalf we deem it proper to 


point to the record mado by the L«"g 
islature of 1893. Elected upon the 
silver issue alone, that Legislature 
proved itself the most servile tothi 
Southern Pacific Bailroad Company, o: 
any that ever convened in this State 
as was conclusively shown in tbe adop 
tion by an almost unanimous vote o: 
the members of that party, of Senate 
Joint Eesolution No. 4, by which our 
Senators and Representative in Con 
Kress were urgently requested to do al 
in the ir power to promote and secure 
the passage of an act of Congress for 
the adjustment or refunding of the in- 
debtedness of the Southern Pauiflo 
railroad, thus emphatically endorsing 
the principles of the Eeilly bill now 
lending in Congress, and going to a 
greater length in subserviency to that 
company than any party in the State 
of Nevada had ever gone before. And 
we Cordially endorse the action of 
hose Republican Senators who voted 
against that resolution, and tbe courr.e 


benefits. 


We solemnly declare that tbe atti- 


tude of tbe silver party of this State 
tauumttf a Man latter acfl 


of the Republican Governor who re- 
used to give it his sanction. 


Upon the maturing of the debts of 


the Southern Pacific companies to the 
United States, we are in favor of the 
Government speedily enforcing its de- 
mand in the best and most advantage- 
ous way. 
"• 


We are heartily in favor of tbe con 


struction of a competing line of rail- 
road across the State of Nevada, and 
urge the legisleturp of the State to 
give proper 
encouragement to any 


parties who will undertake the con- 
struction of such road. 


We indig-nantly condemn tbe action 


ot the self-styled Silver party of Ne- 
vada, as represented in the sixteenth 
session of the Legislature, for passing 
a proposed constitutional amendment 
authorizing a lottery. We declare the 
Kepublican party of Nevada to be un- 
alte ably opposed to any lottery what- 
ever, and especially to the proposed 
one, which would shamelessly make 
he State of Nevada a shareholder 
therein, and every county in the State 
a sbarer of its booty. We urgently rec- 
ommend that every Republican county 


invention in the State pledge its leg- 
slative nominees to vote against tbe 
sending proposed lottery amendment 
o the Nevada Constitution. 


We invite tbe especial attention of 


the people to the splendid Republican 
administration of our State Govern- 
ment for the last four years, and if sue 
iessful, we pledge a maintenance of 
he game high standard during the four 
years to come. 


We are earnestly in favor of reclaim- 


ng the arid lands of Nevada in every 
raetieal way, and believe that it is 
he duty of the United States Govern- 
ment to aid in the work. 


In view of the fact that large num- 


bers of uiining claims are patented and 
ben virtually abandoned and left un- 
orked for years, thus excluding from 
ocdtion and development large tracts 
f valuable mineral land, we believe 
bat the laws under which such claims 
re p-iteuted should be so revised aa to 
revent the abuses referred to. 
We admit the honest purpose of the 


mass of our fellow citizens who have 
aiaed the Silver and Populist stand- 
rds in this State, but we oouscien- 
iously believe that they are mistaken 
ud misguided in the course which 
hey are pursuing. Great battles are 
ought and won by great armies, and in 
11 the history of this world the etrag- 
lers from those armies never yet 
truck a decisive blow for any cause.

arren of results. 
Considering tbe 


dvanced position which it has recently 
taken, we believe tnat the Republican 
party gives the best assurance of favor- 
able silver legislation, and that tbe 
stronger we make tbe silver sentiment 
within that party the nearer it will 
come to responding to our demond. 


We therefore appeal to the citizens 


of our suffering commonwealth not to 
fritter away their strength by making 
war upon the only power that is capa- 
ble of doing anything for them, and is 
willing to do it, but to join us under 
the banner of " Protection and Bimetal- 
Hem" In an honest, determined effort 
to reach tbe end so ardentlj des.'red by 
all. 


A resolution demanding tbat the 


United States, upon tbe failure of the 
bond-aided railroad companies to pay 
their indebtedness to tbe Government, 
immediately proceed to foreclose its 
lien upon their property, offered by the 
minority of the committee, was voted 
down. 


At this point Enoch Strother, Chair, 


man of tbe State Central Committee, 
arose and tendered bis resignation as 
Chairman and member of tbe Commit' 
tee, and left tbe Convention, It was 
at once apparent tbat this action on 
tbe part of Mr. St rot her created con- 
siderable flurry in tbe Convention, 
although 
tbere was a painstaking 


effort on tbe part of many of tbe dele- 
gated to cover up any appearance of 
dissatisfaction or disruption In tbe 
ranks. 


Nominations for Congress were de- 


clared in order. - Treumon Coffin nomk 
najted H. F. Bartine of Ormeby eqonty. 


Mr. Bartine came forward and as he 
advanced on tbe platform tbere was an 
unmistakable coldness in tbe reception- 
Not even tbe clap of a band was beard 
or other demonstration. 


He said tbat for tbe tbird time be 


was before a Republican Convention 
for the nomination to Congress. Tbat 
as the nominations had by a vote been 
declared closed, he thought be could 
scratch in as a nominee; tbat while he 
bad been a candidate on other occa- 
sions and very anxious for the nomina- 
tion, it could not, at this time, be said, 
in any sense of the word, that he was 
soliciting the nomination to Congress; 
that ue was not made in the way to fear 
a contest simply because it was a hard 
fight, and that be thought he had intel- 
ligence enough that if he was defeated 
be could go down like a man; that if 
there was any other man who thought 
he could poll one more vote than he, 
he would willingly step aside; that if 
tbe ratio of 16 to 1 regarding silver was 
adopted, be did not-believe that a silver 
dollar would ever go below the price of 
$1 29 an ounce. He was not willing 
however, . o sacrifice every other inter- 
est for silver. He said that there were 
men who had Jived in the-State that 
lad handled thousands of dollars of 
railroad money, while he had never 
een the first dime; nor did the South- 
ern Pacific Company own or control a 
single hair of his bead. He did not 
like the minority report as it tied up 
the Congressman. If he was elected 
and it was proper to foreclose this 
mortgage on the railroads he would 
vote for it, but if there were other 
measures that seemed preferable he 
would support them, and if his votes 
did not suit his constituents they 
would have bis permission to bang him 
in efflgy. 


Mr. Bartine was then nominated by 


acclamation. 
Even the brass band 


present was affected by the depression 
that prevailed in the Convention, and 
.aborioubly struggled through the Star 
Spangled Banner after Mr. Bartine's 
address, and the musicians themselves 
were compelled to compare notes and 
see what tbe trouble was. 


H. F. Bartine nominated A. C. Cleve- 


,and of White Pine for Governor. At 
;be mention of Mr. Cleveland's name 
the first indication of anything like 
enthusiasm occurred. The gentleman 
advanced to the stage amidst a storm 
of cheers tbat lasted for some time 
after he had presented himself. He 
delivered a good speech, during which 
ne said be could not take tbe iiomiua- 
:ion owing to a number of reasons; tbat 
t was not through cowardice or fear ol 
defeat, for he would sooner be defeated 
u a party of principle than to be 
elected on the tail of a political kite< 
ie asked that his name be withdrawn. 
Crips of no! no!J He said that it was a 
lard fight, but he was not afraid to 
make it, but was not ifi a position to 
attempt it. 


He referred to the Air-Line railroad 


jroject, and said he wns iv»hre thRt hf 
lad more railroad in bis mind thaii 
bis friends bad been able to find. But 


believed that bis efforts would be 


crowned with success, and the railroad 
would be built. In referring to the 
silver question he spoke strongly in 
'avor of the remonetization of silver, 
and said that be believed that even 
Tildas was a consistent silver man for 
when he betrayed bis master he willing- 
y took thirty pieces of silver. 


Mr. Cleveland was nominated by ac- 


lamation amidst great enthusiasm, 
ind the convention arose and gave 
lim three cheers. 


Tbere was some bitch regarding a 


nominee for Lteutenant-Governor, and 
after a little delay a short adjournment 
was taken in order to canvass the situ- 
tion. When the Convention re-con- 


vened E. R. Dodge nominated J. F. 


ninmt of Washoe and the mention of 


bis name renewed the fast waning life 
jf the Convention and a rousing cheer 
went up for Frank 
Em mitt. 
Mr. 


jtnmitt, on coming forward, thanked 
is friends for the honor, but firmly 
eclined tbe nomination. This did no 


good, however, aa the Convention 
gnored Mr. Etnmitt,9 declination and 
omiuated him by acclamation.

ontest, tbe candidates coming for- 
ward and endorsing the platform as 
hey were named:

THE FIRST STRIKE ON REfcORD." 


It Occurred In B«,nie and Took Plaoe la 


the Year 3OO D. C. 


Livy, in his famous book, "The An- 
nals," 9, 80, relates in the following 
sug^fstive word* the story of a singular 
strike which occurred in Rome in the 
year 300 B. C. nnd was probably the 
first strike ever known: 
That year occurred. an event little 


worthy of being related, and which I 
would pass in silence had it not appeared 
us involving religion. The flute players, 
dissatisfied because the latest censors 
had forbidden them to take part in the 
banquet in Jupiter's temple, according 
to the ancient custom, withdrew, every 
one of them, to Tibur, so that nobody 
was left at Rome to play during the sac- 
rifices. This incident shocked the reli- 
| pious sentiment of the senate, and the 
senators sent messengers to invite the in- 
habitants of Tibur to make every effort 


i in order that the players should be re- 
stored to the Romans. TheTiburtinos, 
having promised not to neglect any- 
thing necessary for that purpose, caused 
the flute players to come to the place 
where the senate met and exhorted them 
to go back to Rome. 
Seeing that they 


could not prevail upon them to do so, 
they employed a strategem in keeping 
with their character. 


On a day of festival, under pretext 


that music would increase the joy of the 
feast, every citizen invited the flute 
players individually to his house, and 
wine, of which people of that profession 
are usually fond, was given to thsin in 
such quantities that they fell into a 
deep sleep. They were then thrown into 
wagons and transported to Rome. They 
only became aware of what had hap- 
pened on the day after, when dawn 
surprised 
them lying on the carts, 


which had been left in the forum. A 
large crowd had assembled, and they 
were induced to promise that they would 
remain at Rome. The right of attend- 
ing the banquets was restored to these 
flute players.—New York Tribnna

An Unappreciated Milk Producer Whose 


Forage Is Cheap. 


The goat as a mlik producer is hardly 


appreciated in this country. But in the 
old world the family goat is only less 
esteemed than the family cow. The miLk 
is considered better than that from Jer- 
sey cows for culinary purposes. 


There is. Moreover, one great advan- 


tage iu goat keeping over cows. It is 
this—that a cow usually provides a 
much larger quantity of milk than can 
be utilized in its natural state in the 
household, the conscqiience being that 
either a portion must be converted into 
butter so nanny times a week, necessitat- 
ing labor which is uot always profitable 
and frequently unsatisfactory in its re- 
sults, or some of the milk has to be sold, 
entailing other inconveniences. 


With a goat, on the contrary, this 


difSculty can never arise. A good speci- 
men will generally provide a small 
household with enough milk for general 
use during eight months of the year. 
Were tho plan onco started no doubt 
mauy American village dwellers who 
cannot afford to keep a cow would fine 
that a milk goat would answer the pur- 
pose fairly well. 
Goats will consume leaves and rougf 


forage that cows will not touch, aw 
they are sure to get a good livii

Ue« Perfectly Conscious of Their Fate. 
"Soldiers had strange premonitions oi 


death bpi'oi-e going into battle during 
the war," said an old f.okticr. "I coulc 
not toll you feovr many times I have soon 
my comrades foretell their death. They 
seemed to feel it was coming and went 
into battle frilly prepared to moL't their 
end. 
So common was this, and so regu 


larly did death follow when foretold, that 
I often heard officers upbraiding their 
men for speaking of death, remarking: 
'A man never speaks of n fear of death 
without death following shortly after. 
It's like the smallpox; the ono that 
dreads it most is sure to bo the fl»*t vie 
tim.' But the officers woro wagoning 
backward. In all the cases I saw the pro- 
diction of death was caused by an in* 
ward feeling, telling that his end was 
near. 


"It wasn't fear, for I remember 'Boss1 


McKellar, as wo used to call him, wh^ 
came from Butler county. Ho had been 
a brave soldier, serving his full three 
years, never once failing in his duty. 
Tho day before his three years were up 
ho went into the battle of the Wilder- 
ness. He was so pale and careworn and 
lacked so much the usual vigor with 
which he entered battle that some of 
his friends remarked how changed he 
was. He looked like a ghost and was 
trembling all over. They asked him 
what was the matter. 'Why,' he re- 
plied, 'my three years are up tomorrow, 
but I'll never see my service out. I will 
be killed in this battle—that I know.' 


"Hia friends tried to cheer him up, 


betting him that it was only a morbid 
fancy, but no nmounl of talk could en- 
liven him. Ho went into the battle and 
was among the first to fall, being hit 
squarely in tho forehead. I also remem- 
ber John Daubar sitting eating cracker? 
with an (jCicer before a campflre on the 
jvo of taltle. Ho had a sad expression 
whow he ruriiecl, and breaking 
the 


cracker in hfs fingers said in a contem- 
plative manner, 'Well, boys, this is my 
last night ou earth.' lu tho dim fire- 
light 1 R:;W tho big tears well up as the 
officer inquired what ho meant. 'I'll Ix 
shot tomorrow sure.' The officer, see- 
ing how deeply the man was affected, 
placed his Land upon his shoulder and 
said: 'Brueo up, John. 
Don't be fool- 


ish. 
Mori of Ohio don't talk like that.' 


But t'uiB only marie the soldier breal 
clown. 
In the battle next day he was 


killed among the first. I could give you 
an indefinite number of such instances, 
which show that soldiers really had 
death foretold to them, but these are 
saEflcieut. To me ic was a most solemn 
moment when I heard n man say he wag 
going Ito be killed. It invariably turned
